
Cycle path along the seafront? 


LYME Regis Town 
Council has resur¬ 
rected its intention to 
create an official cycle 
path along the seafront 
- with one councillor 
claiming cyclists get “a 
bad deal from Lyme 
Regis”. 

Currently, cyclists are 
legally able to pedal along 
the Cart Road (lower prom¬ 
enade) to the barrier near 
the ice cream parlour but 
are not allowed to do so on 
Marine Parade, where there 
is a legal restriction on all 
vehicles including bicycles. 

In the past the council 
had discussed establishing 
a cycle path along the 
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seafront including the new 
section of the Cart Road, 
created as part of the 
coastal protection scheme 
allowing for additional 
beach huts, with Council¬ 
lor Lucy Campbell being 
one of the main supporters. 

Following the raising of 
the shingle beach and the 
increase in day huts, con¬ 
cerns were expressed about 
the dangers of bicycles 
using the new section of 
the Cart Road and prelimi¬ 
nary discussions had taken 
place with Dorset County 
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Council on safety issues. 

The matter returned to 
the council agenda at a re¬ 
cent meeting of the newly- 
created Town Management 
Committee, when council¬ 
lors considered pursuing 
with the county council the 
consideration of a seafront 
cycle path. 

Cycle racks 

Former long-serving 
councillor Stan Williams, a 
passionate advocate of 
keeping the seafront free of 
all traffic, used the public 
forum section to reiterate 
his opposition to cyclists 
being able to use the 
seafront. 

He told councillors that 
there was no need for cy¬ 
clists to use the seafront 
and the council should be 
looking at creating racks 
for cyclists to leave their 
bikes and then walk along 
the seafront like everyone 
else. 

He added that he was 
“quite appalled” that the 


council were again think¬ 
ing of creating a cycle path 
along the seafront. 

Former councillor Peter 
Williams added his opposi¬ 
tion to the proposal, point¬ 
ing out the dangers to 
young children running out 
of the beach huts across the 
Cart Road and onto the 
beach. 

Councillor Chris Clipson 
supported the idea of pro¬ 
viding cycle racks, sug¬ 
gesting that suitable 
positions could be found 
on Gun Cliff Walk where 
the motorbikes parked and 
somewhere near the 
lifeboat station at the Cobb. 

Councillor Campbell re¬ 
minded members that they 
had agreed in principal to a 
cycle path along the 
seafront but had not de¬ 
cided on the exact route. 

She accepted the points 
made about the dangers of 
cycling along the new part 
of the Cart Road and sug¬ 
gested that the route could 
go up onto Marine Parade 
from the barrier. 

She said they were not 
talking about making a 
path just for cyclists along 
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the parade, as there would 
be shared use with pedes¬ 
trians always having the 
right of way. 

Councillor Michaela 
Ellis said she was “dead 


against” the cycle path 
going on top of the parade 
and she shared the con¬ 
cerns about the dangers to 
children along the new sec¬ 
tion of the Cart Road. 


Councillor Mark Gage 
said he cycled along the 
Cart Road virtually every 
day and always got off and 
pushed his bike along the 
new section as he accepted 


pedestrians had the right of 
way. 

He pointed out there was 
already congestion along 
the first section of the Cart

• HOW long have you been interested in music? 

I'm from an Irish family so music was always a part of 
my upbringing, although you wouldn't say we were a 
particularly musical family. It's in there somewhere 
though, as both myself and my sister are in bands. 

For the last 20 years or so, it's been an integral aspect of 
my life and in some ways defines me. 

• WHAT'S the difference between gigging in Lon¬ 
don and gigging around here? 

There's a broader audience acceptance of acts playing 
what they want to outside of London. Up there, you 
play covers in pubs for money on one hand, and you 
play your own music in venues for very little money on 
the other. 

Here, you turn up to play a gig and, as long as you give 
the crowd a sufficient number of songs to sing along to, 
they'll listen quite happily to original music. 

Paul Hines at No.10 is a great supporter of local song¬ 
writers - he prefers it when we all play songs we've writ¬ 
ten ourselves. 

• IS West Dorset a good place for music? 

Yes, there are so many musicians here. Bridport partic¬ 
ularly has such a good scene - a high standard, very sup¬ 
portive of each other. 

Myself and Elijah Wolf are actually just about to start 
a label. He's been running his Howl Open-Mic nights for 
a while now, which I've been helping out with recently. 
We felt that we had to provide an outlet for these artists 
and their songs to be heard. 

The plan is to release regular singles by local acts in 
an effort to benefit the local musical and artistic com¬ 
munity. 

• YOU hear about it being difficult for musicians 
these days because of piracy and downloads. Is it 
tough? 

Yes. The record industry's utter failure to foresee this 
and do something about it in time means that there's a 
lot less money now to sign bands. 

However, it is now unquestionably easier to get your 
music heard because of the amount of online portals to 
which music can be uploaded. You just don't make 
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much from it unless a manager or label picks it up and 
puts some money behind it. 

• WHY did you name your band The Pickwicks? 

I love Charles Dickens and I wanted to reflect that in the 
name. And because it's better than being called the Old 
Curiosity Shop. 

• DO you have a strong interest in literature? 

Absolutely. My teachers used to tell me I had strong 
reading abilities, which presumably drew me into an in¬ 
terest in books. I read "To Kill A Mockingbird" for my 
GCSEs; a wonderful book which has remained with me 
emotionally and psychologically and is still my favourite 
novel. 

• YOU have been involved in a number of projects 
encouraging children to explore music and litera¬ 
ture. Is it an important part of what you do? 

Very much so.The degree to which both hearing music 
and reading benefit a child's emotional and intellectual 
development is incalculable.The influence on them can 
be seen and gauged from an extremely early age, and 
I feel that parents must be encouraged to help with this 
aspect of development. 

• WHAT'S your favourite album and why? 

The first Stone Roses album. I heard it when I was first 
developing an interest in music and I don't think any¬ 
one has surpassed it since. Absolutely the right four 
people, with the best producer for them, creating a per¬ 
fect collection of music - they really are a truly special 
band. I recommend it to everyone (along with "Exile On 
Main Street" by the Stones). 

• ANY tips for aspiring singers/songwriters? 

Don't feel you have to make one particular type of 
music, do what comes naturally and what feels right. 
Listen to loads of different types of music. Practise con¬ 
stantly. And always have a spare pair of pants.

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Woodmead Halls looking 
into extending facilities 


THE management com¬ 
mittee of the Woodmead 
Halls in Lyme Regis will 
be investigating the devel¬ 
opment of a second large 
hall on the site, following 
an “in principal” agree¬ 
ment from Lyme Regis 
Town Council. 

Councillors agreed in 
principal for the manage¬ 
ment committee to go 
ahead with investigations 
into a new hall on the 
north-eastern side of the 
building, which would run 
alongside the hall’s current 
kitchen and take up to 
eight parking spaces from 
the town council-owned 
car park. 

The possible extension 
was discussed at last 
week’s Strategy and Policy 
Committee meeting, when 
management committee 
chairman and former coun¬ 
cillor, Stan Williams, 
spoke in the public forum. 

He said: “I have been 
chairman now for 13 years 
and there is no doubt in my 
mind that to make the halls 
financially sustainable we 
need to generate more in¬ 
come, at the same time as 
doing what the council set 
up in our constitution, 
which was to provide facil¬ 
ities for all the organisa¬ 
tions in the Lyme Regis 
area for all pruposes. 

“At the moment we are 
overloaded, particularly in 
the evening sessions by 
having organisations such 
as the bingo club, town 
band, short mat bowls, se¬ 
quence dance club, etc. on 
weekly bookings. On top 
of this we have to fit in 
blood donor sessions, pub¬ 
lic meetings and other one- 
offs. 

“This limits the use for 
local organisations and 
charities to hold larger 
money-making events to 
help their funds. 

“I belive the Woodmead 
Halls site is perfect for 
local people and should 
provide more facilities, as 
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was promised when the 
council turned the site over 
to local organisations with 
the promise that they 
would support this.” 

Possible housing 

Later in the meeting, Mr 
Williams used short mat 
bowls as an example of a 
regular booking which 
only brought in about £15. 

“We don’t want to get rid 
of them as they are a local 
organisation,” he added. 

“It’s my duty to go by the 
constitution.” 

Several councillors 
raised concerns that the 
proposed extension would 
interfere with proposals for 
affordable housing on the 
site, which are planned to 
be put before the council 
by Raglan Housing at the 
next Strategy and Policy 
Committee meeting. 

However, the Mayor, 
Councillor Sally Holman, 
said she did not think this 
would be affected, as 
Raglan were not intending 
to use the same area and 


had been asked that any 
proposals did not result in 
a loss of parking spaces. 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin 
said: “When we discussed 
the possibility of housing 
there a few years ago we 
stipulated that no parking 
spaces should be lost and 
yet we are considering giv¬ 
ing eight spaces away for 
this. 

“Have they considered 
extending the front room 
which would probably cost 
much less?” 

Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell said: “We have said 
that we didn’t want to lose 
spaces but in reality the 
only feasible way to pro¬ 
vide housing might be to 
lose spaces and then to lose 
eight spaces on top of that 
could be quite a loss to the 
car park. In a way, giving 
those spaces is like giving 
a grant to the Woodmead 
Halls.” 

She suggested it should 
be looked at after the re¬ 
view of the council’s 


grants system, which is 
currently being discussed 
(see page 8). 

Councillor Daryl Turner 
pointed out that with addi¬ 
tional facilities the halls 
would attract more people 
and would therefore gener¬ 
ate more car parking in¬ 
come. He said it would 
“balance out” the loss of 
spaces. 

Councillor Owen Lovell 
said he would like to see 
booking forms as evidence 
that the halls were being 
used 24/7. 

“Until I can be convinced 
of the need I don’t think we 
should throw anymore 
money at this at this point 
in time,” he added. 

The chairman, Council¬ 
lor Mark Gage, said: “I 
think what those involved 
with the halls have done 
with it is a phenomenal 
achievement in regards to 
the condition of facilities 
inside and out and the 
strives taken to make it so 
energy efficient, with help 
from this council.” 

He said that although 
they were only being asked 
to agree “in principal” to 
the investigation of a fur¬ 


Timber Hill an 'accident waiting 
to happen'without speed bumps 


RESIDENTS of Timber Hill in Lyme Regis are campaign¬ 
ing for speed bumps to stop speeding drivers. 

The residents have submitted a petition to Dorset 
County Council requesting speed bumps, as they be¬ 
lieve the number of speeding drivers has increased in 
recent years. 

Speaking at last week's town council Planning and 
Highways Committee meeting, petition leader David 
Venes described the situation at Timber Hill as an "acci¬ 
dent waiting to happen". 

He said he was not satisfied with the speed tests car¬ 
ried out by the county council, as equipment was set 
up in the wrong place. Mr Venes said the tests were car¬ 
ried out too far up the road, where drivers slow down 
for the junction with the A3052. 

He also thought the tests were done at the wrong 
time, during a period of heavy rain when there weren't 
many people on the roads. 

The county council asked town councillors for their

Councillor Holman pro¬ 
posed they agree in princi¬ 
pal to the management 
committee looking further 
into a new large hall, 
which was agreed.

Lyme'should encourage 
cyclists', says councillor 


thoughts on the need for speed bumps in a letter, 
which already stated that Timber Hill would not rank 
highly for such measures compared with other roads in 
the county as there had been no reported accidents 
there and limited funding was available. 

The letter also stated that other measures had also 
been taken to slowdown traffic on Timber Hill in recent 
years, including the installation of a build-out and 
prominent 30mph sign on the junction with the A3052. 

It added that speed bumps had "inherent problems" 
as drivers speed up and break suddenly around them, 
and they cause problems for ambulances. 

Town councillors decided to wait for the results of the 
speed tests before making a recommendation. How¬ 
ever, they were willing to install their speed indicator 
device, usually used on Sidmouth Road, on Timber Hill. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis reported that the county coun¬ 
cil had found one suitable site for this and, if the 
landowner agreed, the county council would install it.

Road as it was a recog¬ 
nised highway so there 
would be no increase in 
danger to children with the 
cycle path going along the 
first part of the Cart Road. 

He told the meeting: “We 
should be encouraging cy¬ 
clists to the town and I 
would like to move this 
along with a bit more pace. 
We need to bring this to a 
conclusion.” 

Councillor Clipson sug¬ 
gested asking the new 
deputy town clerk, John 
Wright, to pursue the 
safety issues with Dorset 
County Council and to re¬ 


port back at the next meet¬ 
ing. 

“Lyme Regis is one of 
the few towns in the West 
Country who do not wel¬ 
come cyclists,” he said. 

“There is no provision 
for them and this is not fair 
to the cycling fraternity 
who get a bad deal from 
Lyme Regis. We should be 


encouraging them.” 

It was agreed that a re¬ 
port be prepared for the 
next council meeting with 
town clerk Mike Lewis 
warning that the 1964 
Cycle Prohibition Order 
which prevents cycling on 
Marine Parade would have 
to be repealed and this 
could take some time.

FITTING SERVICE AVAILABLE 
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New grants system could help 
deal with large funding requests

TOWN councillors have 
agreed to put in place a 
strategy for dealing with 
larger grant request from 
local organisations in the 
future. 

The suggestion came 
from Strategy and Policy 
Committee chairman, 
Councillor Mark Gage, at 
last week’s meeting. Coun¬ 
cillor Gage thought a proce¬ 
dure should be put in place 
for dealing with grant re¬ 
quests for £10,000 and 
above, for example. 

The proposal came fol¬ 
lowing the recent annual 
grants meeting, when each 
year councillors struggle to 
distribute a set amount to 
local groups because of 
their conflicting interests. 

Councillor Gage said: “I 
don’t think any of us for dif¬ 
ferent reasons were happy 
with yet another round of 
grants.” 

He said the meeting was 
not well organised and 
raised a “whole series of is¬ 
sues”. 

“Requests were as differ¬ 
ent as people asking for a 
piece of equipment to some 
asking for major capital in¬ 
vestment,” he added. 

“It doesn’t work which is 
why we are looking at a 
fundamental review of the 
grants system, which is 
being led by Councillor 
Lucy Campbell and Coun¬ 
cillor Loma Jenkin. 

“I do think we need to 


look at how, as a council, 
we handle grants and sup¬ 
port local organisations.” 

He said a clear strategy 
would offer security to or¬ 
ganisations asking for the 
council’s support. 

Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell added: “It’s interesting 
that you have put this on the 
agenda tonight as this is 
something I actually made 
a note of when we were 
looking at the grants to flag 
up. 

“It is something that we 
have said for quite a long 
time that we need to look at. 
Certainly since I have been 
here we have given a lot of 
larger grants and not just at 
grants time. 

“I think we should have a 
clearer way of dealing with 
grants for organisations to 
understand how it works.” 

Councillor Gage’s actual 
proposal was for a policy 
that would offer “longer 
term support to larger local 
organisations”. 

Councillor George 
Symonds said they had to 
be clear about the defini¬ 
tions of “larger” and 
“local”. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis 
argued against the proposal. 


“I can’t see where you are 
going with this,” she said. 

“It seems unfair to 
smaller organisations. I 
think everything should be 
dealt with at the grants 
meeting. I can’t see how 
this is going to help that 
grants procedure.” 

Councillor Anita 

Williams spoke in support: 
“I like the idea of a strategy. 
At the moment we are just 
fumbling around. I’d like to 
see a change and I’d proba¬ 
bly like to see two pots - a 
strategic development pot 
for organisations offering 
facilities or education, etc. 
and then one for ordinary 
organisations who want 
small things like pom 
poms. 

“We already have a mish 
mash of what we are doing 
and I would like to see 
some consistency.” 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Sally Holman, also spoke in 
support of a new procedure 
but said she thought there 
were three main sections, 
rather than two. These were 
organisations providing es¬ 
sential services, organisa¬ 
tions that depend on the 
council’s support, such as 
the Citizens’ Advice Bureau 


and Axe Valley Ring and 
Ride, and the organisations 
that come to the council for 
“small grants”. 

Councillor Owen Lovell 
said: “Obviously this has 
gone on for years. Every¬ 
one is speaking with in the 
back of their minds where 
the grants will go. That’s 
the problem with our grants 
system. 

“If you are going to go for 
a strategy you really need to 
know your strategy else 
you could be pulled from 
post to post. Everyone here 
will have a good cause that 
needs the money. 

“You could be spending 
twice as much as you are at 
the moment because, as you 
know, the grants at the mo¬ 
ment do not go far enough.” 

Councillor Campbell 
added: “I agree, I think you 
have got to have very, very 
clear criteria. It’s going to 
be quite a long job for 
Councillor Jenkin and my¬ 
self to do.” 

She proposed that they go 
ahead with Councillor 
Gage’s recommendation to 
link the review of the grants 
system with a policy for 
longer term support to local 
organisations, but not 
specifically larger organisa¬ 
tions as originally sug¬ 
gested, which was agreed. 


Residents object to phone mast 


RESIDENTS of Charmouth Road in Lyme Regis have 
strongly objected to an application to make alterations to a 
telephone mast near their houses. 

Vodafone has applied to make alterations to its mast in 
Charmouth Road Car Park, which would include replacing 
the existing 15-metre pole with a 15-metre slim-line and 
light weight pole with five antennae above and a 300- 
milimetre dish. This would allow the mobile phone com¬ 
pany to upgrade their 2G coverage and for 02 to share the 
site in order to provide 2G coverage to meet public demand. 

However, nearby Charmouth Road residents have pointed 
out that when the mast was originally installed in the 1990s 
it did not need planning permission, but instead was al¬ 
lowed under the Licensing Agreement as the landowner had 
no objections with it. 

Speaking at last week’s town council Planning and High¬ 
ways Committee meeting, resident Brian Thornber said 
making the mast more powerful would be “detrimental to 
our well-being”. 

He spoke about reported health risks of such telephone 
masts, admitting these had not been proved, but adding: 
“We still wake up each morning wondering if we have been 
affected.” 

His neighbour, Malcolm Etherington, also spoke strongly 
against the application, mainly due to health concerns. 

“I am extremely concerned for the safety of not just my¬ 
self but all the children of St Michael’s Primary School 
which is very close by. 

“People will argue nothing has been proved but my neigh¬ 
bour, Mr Thornber’s wife, has suffered from the affects of 
radiation. Whether that’s from the masts or not we don’t 
know.” 

Mr Etherington then spoke emotionally about how his 
granddaughter had died from leukaemia the previous year 
and he had put this down to her living near telephone masts 
in another area. 

“Please don’t just approve it willy nilly,” he added, “but 
discuss it and make your objections known to West Dorset 
District Council.” 

Committee chairman, Councillor Anita Williams, said: 
“To me there are two main issues. One being the look and 
the appropriateness of it as a feature and the other being the 
potential health risks. As a feature in the skyline it seems 
wider, despite what they say in the blurb and I have to have 
concerns for the school and the several residents nearby.” 

Councillor Loma Jenkin added: “If this was starting from 
scratch it would probably never be in that position.” 

Councillor Chris Clipson said he recognised the need for 


improved telecommunications in Lyme Regis but agreed 
the mast was in the “wrong place”. 

Councillor Owen Lovell proposed that they recommend 
refusal of the application to the district council, on the 
grounds that the mast is “visually intrusive” in a “very sen¬ 
sitive area”. 

Skatepark update

TOWN councillors have agreed to meet the costs of 
maintenance and insurance once the proposed new 
skatepark in Charmouth Road Car Park, Lyme Regis, is 
up and running. 

The recommendation to meet these costs was made 
at a recent meeting of the Town Management Commit¬ 
tee after Councillor Lucy Campbell, who is leading the 
skatepark initiative, gave a progress report on the proj¬ 
ect. 

Councillor Campbell asked the council to meet the 
maintenance and insurance costs for the purposes of 
submitting a planning application before the end of the 
year. 

She reported that they were seeking designs from 
skatepark specialists, after which the young people of 
the town would be consulted on their preferences and 
youth worker Harry Warren was also organising visits to 
other skateparks in the area for the youngsters to en¬ 
courage their enthusiasm for the project because "it has 
taken so long". 

Councillor Campbell said there would be consultation 
with residents who lived near Charmouth Road Car Park 
over noise issues and that they hoped to be able to sub¬ 
mit a planning application before the end of the year. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis asked how much the main¬ 
tenance would cost. Councillor Campbell said ROSPA 
(the Royal Society for the Prevention of Accidents) had 
estimated ten per cent of the project costs over its life¬ 
time. 

Previous meetings have been told that the estimated 
cost of the skatepark would be between £100,000 and 
£150,000. The town council has agreed to give £25,000 
every year for three years from balances and it is ex¬ 
pected the remainder will come from grant aid and 
fundraising.

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Procession marks twin towns'historical links

THE Mayor and town crier 
of St George’s, in 
Bermuda, visited Lyme 
Regis for the annual cele¬ 
brations of the twin towns’ 
historic links. 

The special guests took 
part in the Admiral Sir 
George Somers Commem¬ 
oration Parade and Service 
during Lifeboat Week, 
which marked the life of 
the former Mayor of Lyme 
Regis who colonised the 
islands of Bermuda in 
1609, having shipwrecked 
there on his way to help the 
starving in Jamestown, 
Virginia. 

The shipwreck is thought 
to have been the inspira¬ 
tion of William Shake¬ 
speare’s “The Tempest”. 

Using the island’s abun¬ 
dant cedar wood, the sur¬ 
viving crew built two new 
ships and continued their 
voyage to Jamestown. 
Somers later returned to 
Bermuda for more food but 
died on voyage. His heart 
was buried on the islands 
and his body, pickled in a 
jar, was returned to Lyme 
Regis and later buried in 
his hometown of 
Whitchurch Canonicourm.

A duty to improve facilities for benefit of community 


THE Woodmead Halls in Lyme Regis is owned by all the 
town’s organisations. 

This was stressed by halls chairman Stan Williams at the 
management committee’s recent annual meeting. 

Former councillor and mayor Mr Williams said it appeared 
that not everyone, especially certain town councillors, were 
aware of this fact and it was the duty of the management 
committee to run and improve the halls for the benefit of the 
whole community. 

Mr Williams reminded members that this position was ar¬ 
rived at in 1974 when the newly-formed West Dorset District 
Council took over the assets, including the old Woodmead 
Halls, from the former Lyme Regis Borough Council. 

The district council was not in a position to maintain the 
old halls and they had to be pulled down. However, as there 
were funds available for village halls, the site was handed 
over to local organisations with the promise that they would 
fully support the development of the site and bring the halls 
back to their former glory. 

Said Mr Williams: “Since then, the halls have been run by 
many volunteers who have strived with very little council 
support to run and improve facilities.” 

Mr Williams referred to the “marvellous support” he had 
received from his willing band of helpers over the 13 years 
he had been chairman of the management committee. 

During that time the halls had been completely refurbished 
with the recent addition of a third dressing room, a new office 
and state-of-the-art IT facilities. 

The committee was now turning its attention to stages three 
and four of the original plans drawn up in 1982 to develop 
the east side of the site.

He continued: “Plans were drawn up at great expense and 
with the town council’s approval. In 1987 the council were 
again asked to confirm that the land would be available when 
required and this they did. 

On January 12th this year I wrote to the town clerk saying 
the committee had instructed me to ask him to put before the 
council our request that before we spend any more money 
they again confirm that they will support the site. So far this 
letter has not gone before the council but I am promised it 
will be on the next agenda.” 

Mr Williams concluded his annual report by stating: “It is 
plain that we are in very difficult times and will have to re¬ 
view all our ways of operating and improve our efficiency. 
With the public’s help, I am sure we can do this.” 

Treasurer Suzanne Whitemore reported a satisfactory fi¬ 
nancial position despite the added expense of the new facil¬ 
ities and a small drop in bar takings and hiring fees.” 

Mr Williams and Miss Whitehouse were both re-elected 
and Mrs Pat Smith agreed to continue as booking secretary 
until such time as the newly-installed computer system is op¬ 
erating. The position of secretary remains unfilled and the 
committee has appealed for a volunteer to come forward to 
fill the post. Anyone interested should contact Mr Williams 
on 01297 443138. 

The halls management committee have since requetsed per¬ 
mission from the town council to investigate the possibility 
of building an additional hall (see page 3).

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'I have to be inspired or I cannot start painting' 


■ IN a series of interviews leading up to Lyme Regis ArtsFest 2012 (September 
8th to 16th), Anthea Simmons introduces readers to some of the local people 
involved in the tenth annual festival. This week she meets Elizabeth Richie, first¬ 
time organiser of the Baptist Church Hall group exhibition. 


Lyme Regis 


• WHAT is the story of your involvement in the arts? 

I started out as a professional ballet dancer, initially with 
the Detroit City Ballet and then with Les Grandes Ballets 
Canadienne in Montreal, having won a scholarship there 
but, at 22 I wanted to broaden my horizons. 

I sailed for England from New York with $50 in my 
pocket. I arrived in London knowing no one, no relatives 
there, nothing. 

I wrote to all the West End theatres to say I would do 
anything at all to work in the theatre and the Royal Court 
hired me as a trainee stage manager at £5 a week. I pro¬ 
gressed to being the first stage manager of the new The¬ 
atre Upstairs. 

I took a year Arts Council course in arts administration, 
worked in the West End and went to Newcastle as part of 
my work experience. I spent the next few years organising 
a touring theatre and festivals before I was approached 
to be general manager of the Phoenix Theatre in Leices¬ 
ter. 

The new Haymarket Theatre had just opened in town so

the Phoenix had been 
stripped of absolutely 
everything. I had to start 
from scratch. It was a chal¬ 
lenging three years. 

I was head-hunted back 
to London as an Arts Coun¬ 
cil drama officer, travelling 
around the country visiting 
subsidised theatres plus all 
the children's theatre in the 
UK, but gave it up to do a 
post grad in modern social 
and cultural studies at Lon¬ 
don University whilst con¬ 
temporaneously running a 
two-year programme at 
the Gulbenkian Founda¬ 
tion to identify new arts ini¬ 
tiatives. 

I was asked by the Canadian High Commission to pro¬ 
mote theatre tours by Canadian companies and became 
the literature officer almost by accident. Margaret Atwood 
was visiting the Cambridge Poetry Festival and there was 
no-one to accompany her, so I stepped into the breach. 
At the start of my 17-year stint, there were only five Cana¬ 
dian authors published in the UK, but the list grew dra¬ 
matically over the years which was exciting. 

After spraining my ankle I decided to train as an 
acupuncturist, which is still my profession, but when I 
moved to Axmouth in 1994,1 ceased to be involved in the 
arts. I only started painting because Ann Pengelly's studio 
provided the space for creativity. 

I made pictures on rolls of wallpaper with my hands and 
poster paints. Then I took classes with Lynda White, Lyn 
Whiteman and Christine Allison. Christine is marvellous 
at encouraging the emerging artist and it was she who 
got me involved in ArtsFest five years ago. 

• WHAT are your sources of inspiration? 

Georgia O'Keefe and flowers! Actually, it is really colour 


which excites me. Just give me a sunrise or a sunset! I 
have to be inspired or I cannot even start a painting. 

# WHICH is your favourite gallery and work of art? 

Tate Britain because of the Turners and the Pre- 
Raphaelites. I could spend months there. I would love to 
own Turner's "Angel Standing in the Sun". 


• WHAT are you looking forward to at this year's Arts- 
fest? 

I am really excited by the Baptist Church Hall exhibition 
because it is just the most glorious, light-filled space. We 
are so lucky to have it. And the new"Meetthe Artist"ses¬ 
sions should be great. I am also really looking forward to 
LitNight at By the Bay which was excellent last year. 



LYME Regis-based youth 
music group, B Sharp, 
starred at Weymouth’s own 
opening ceremony for the 
Olympics. 

The 180 strong choir, led 
by professional musician 
John K. Miles, performed 
“On Golden Cap” - a song 
they had written them¬ 
selves as part of the 18- 
month Coastal Voices 
project. 

Project leader Fran 
Williams said that Coastal 
Voices had been a “mas¬ 
sive journey” for B Sharp. 

“The partnerships and 
collaborations we have de¬ 
veloped locally and region¬ 
ally have been very 
important to us and feed¬ 
back tells us that the work 
B Sharp is doing to engage 
with young people, and 
raise the skills and aspira¬ 
tions of a generation is sec¬ 
ond to none in the region,” 
she said.

They ensured young peo¬ 
ple were able to tmly make 
this a shared project and 
enter into the spirit of 
working together. 

“From the very begin¬ 
ning it demanded a mas¬ 
sive commitment from 
everybody. Woodroffe, 
Colyton, Mrs Ethelston's, 
St Michael's and Axe Val¬ 
ley are to be commended 
in the way in which they 
went the extra mile to help 


make this possible. 

“Collaboration of this 
kind means we are able to 
continue significantly ex¬ 
tending our delivery of 
high quality and varied 
music opportunities in this 
part of West Dorset, East 
Devon and along the Juras¬ 
sic Coast, and continue to 
make a real difference in 
transforming young peo¬ 
ples lives.”

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


MARTIN BELL OBE is now just as famous for 
his white suits as he was for his BBC war re¬ 
porting. In 1997 he was elected to parlia¬ 
ment, with the help of Labour and the 
Liberal-Democrats, as the first independent 
MP in 50 years. Last year he published a col¬ 
lection of verse entitled "For Whom the Bell 
Tolls". His light verse is more political polemic 
than poetry but he does knock a nail or two 
on the head. The book appeared in 2011, the 
same year as the terrible Tottenham rioting, 
looting and burning. 

RIOTOUS ILLITERACY 

They looted clothes and trainers, mobile phones, 
All goods of glitz and value and utility, 

But never even paused at Waterstones, 
Seeing its book as objects of futility: 

Shakespeare's undrinkable, 

Kipling's unthinkable, 

Milton's un wearable, 
Wordsworth's unbearable 
(This one at least we'd make allowance for, 
The Sage of Lakeland being such a bore). 

And as for our inflammatory writers, 
Trotsky, Karl Marx and Chomsky - all in vain. 
Not even they attracted London's rioters, 
Being judged not worth a broken window 
pane. 

So here's the Law of Lawlessness immutable: 
Books are declared redundant and unsuitable, 
Their words unread, their worth unsung, 
Unwanted and unlootable, 


By these our feckless and illiterate young.

Shanty Theatre's modem 
twist on an ancient tale 


THIS year's summer 
spectacular by the 
Shanty Theatre Company is a modern twist on an an¬ 
cient tale. 

Having opened in July, "The Rime of the Ancient 
Mariner" has been a huge hit during its first stint of 
performances at the Marine Theatre in Lyme Regis. 

Many studied Samuel Taylor Coleridge's dark and 
dreary poem, "The Rime of the Ancient Mariner", at 
school. But if you weren't a fan then, don't let that 
put you off. While following the story of the 1798 
tale, Shanty's take on the poem could not be further 
from Coleridge's despair and depression. 

Instead, they have produced an impressively up¬ 
beat, hysterical and family fun show quite unlike 
anything seen at the Marine Theatre before, written 
by cast members Harry Long and Stuart McLoughlin 
and directed by Tim Bell. 

Unusually staged as an arena theatre around a 
boat (complete with piano that rises from the floor), 
the cast of just five bring this ancient story to life, 
playing a number of different characters between 
them, as well as a number of instruments in their first 
production to use electric music rather than just 
acoustic. 

The play begins at a wedding, when the Ancient 
Mariner (Daniel Copeland) arrives uninvited to tell 
the tale of his treacherous journey at sea to the best 
man. At first reluctant to listen, Peter Fog (Stuart 
McLoughlin) soon gets sucked into the story, with 
the cast flicking between playing wedding guests 
and crew mates of the Ancient Mariner. 

Hilarity ensues as the crew becomes over-attached 
to an albatross, a symbol of hope which they believe 
saved them from an icy death at sea, leaving the 
Mariner in a jealous rage and... well, we all know 
how it ends. 

Throw in some seaside fun, an incapable captain 
and a cleverly comic and, if nothing else, bizarre Her¬ 
mit Crab, and the show is a recipe for sell-out suc¬ 
cess. 

And that's exactly what it's been - the cast has 
played to packed audiences most nights thanks to 
Shanty's reputation as a must-see summertime 



event, which has grown 
and grown since first 
coming to Lyme Regis in 2008. 

After a week break, the show will return to the Ma¬ 
rine Theatre between Sunday, August 12th and Sat¬ 
urday, August 25th before going on tour around the 
South West.

Olympic reflections 

THERE are some great perks to being a journalist and top 
of the list must be to get a pass to cover the Olympic 
Games writes Kevin Fahey. 

As I write this I am sitting just above the finishing line as 
the warrior sprinters limber up for the final of the men's 
100m. 

The stadium announcer has just told us that two million 
people applied for tickets for tonight's action to see who 
is the fastest man on the planet. 

Unless they were interested in the women's triple jump 
but I somehow doubt it. 

It is at times like this you realise how lucky you are. I hate 
to think how much a ticket would cost for a seat on the 
home straight (a story going round is that one fan paid 
£700 for a ticket and ended up on the back straight. He 
wasn't happy). 

Throw in free coffee and tea, a TV monitor at your desk 
for replays and an instant results service and it is an un¬ 
beatable package. 

This is repeated for all 26 sports on the Olympic 
timetable allowing 20,000 accredited journalists to do 
their job. Interestingly, while we are talking amazing stats, 
journalists out-number the 17,000 athletes from 205 
countries but are dwarfed by the 63,000 involved in the 
running of the Games, many of whom are volunteers. 

Nine million tickets were sold to 500,000 spectators and 
80,000 of those were the very lucky to get a prized entry 
to Sunday's show. 

There are few events more exciting than the battle to be 
the fastest man on the planet. 

Raw speed and super macho egos collide like an inter¬ 
planetary asteroid explosion with enough force to power 
the whole of east Devon and west Dorset as well. 

The fastest human on two legs is a title that demands 
respect, earns worldwide fame and opens the door to 
considerable financial rewards. 

Only the quest to become the toughest, strongest and 
baddest man on the planet, a title traditionally held by 
the heavyweight boxing champion but since diluted by 
the splintering of the sport into so many different organ¬ 
isations, comes close. 

There is nothing quite like the anticipation of a 100m 
showdown and it didn't disappoint as Usain Bolt ce¬ 
mented his legendary status by retaining his title in a new 
Olympic record. 

But it wasn't as exciting as the Super Saturday when 
Britain won three golds in the greatest hour that the sport 
has enjoyed in its history. Now that was THE ticket to 
have.
